AN AcCT relating to: ratification of the agreement negotiated between the steifisadnsin and the &consin State
EmployeedJnion, AFSCME Council 24, and its appropriatifliafed locals, AFL-CIO, for the 2003-05 biennium,
coveringemployees in the technical collectivedmining unit, and authorizing an expenditure of funds.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Agreement ratified. The legislatureat
ifies the tentative agreement negotiatedthe 2003-05
bienniumbetween the state ofig¢onsin, the dice of
state employment relations, and theidtbnsin State
EmployeedJnion, AFSCME Council 24and its appro
priateafiliated locals, AFL-CIO, covering employees in
thetechnical collective bgaining unit under subchapter
V of chapter 11 of the statutes, as approved by the
employee®f the technical collectivlagaining unit and
approvedand recommended by the joint committee on
employmentrelations, and authorizes theecessary
expenditureof moneys for implementation from the

appropriationsnade by section 20.865 (1) of the statutes,
subjectto section 20.865 (intro9f the statutes. The
directorof the ofice of state employment relations shall
file an oficial copy of the agreement, certified by the
cochairpersonsf the joint committee on employment
relations,with the secretary of state. No formalimior-

mal agreement between the parties that is not a part of the
official copy is deemed to be approved by the legislature
underthis act.

SecTION 2. Effective date.

(1) This act takes &fct on the day following publiea
tion, except that those provisions specifically identified
ashaving other déctive dates in the agreement covering
employeesn the technical collectivbagaining unit are
effectiveon the dates provided in that agreement.
